THE MESSAGE: of the election 
should be paintully clear te the 
Alignment. No matter haw had the 
record ofa Likud sovernment (anit 
is hard (0 imagine a worse record for 
any government than the perform 
ance of the Likud over the past three 
yeurs), well over half of the electo- 
fate will find! themselves constitu- 
tionally incapable of voting for the 
Alignment as it insists on presenting 
itself for the voters’ approval, 

What is so distasteful about the 
Alignment to so many voters that 
they could prefer the perpetuation of 
ἢ government that is responsible for 
600 casualties in a futile war, un 
annual inflation sate of 400 percent 
ἃ wiping out of one third : 
Public's savings ind the tirst s ᾿ 
Erosion inthe real income of workers 
in the past 17 yours? 

The anawer is muhtifold, 11 lies in 
at leust five areas: leadership, party 
Image, lonten voter trends, the 
technical question of the timing of 
the elections, wil dhe issue af “being, 
soft on the Araby.”

purty-machine politicians and pur- 
staded others that Labour would 
win by such a margin that there was

STUMON HERES is a curiously con- 
tradietory vase, 1 personally believe 
that he could make ἃ better prime 
minister than either Navon or 
Rabin, and undoubtedly than Sha- 
mir or David Levy. But he is 
apparently unelectable, And that, 
after all, is the mame of the game at 
the electoral stage of politics. 

Part of the ut is the campaign 
of character assassination conducted 
against him by the Likud in the 
previous two elections, Although 
that campaign was much more 
muted this time, part of its effect has 
lingered. ᾿ : 

But of even greater importance is 
his luck of credibility. Peres was 
known throughout the 195s, "60s 
and mid-"70s as a leading huwk in the 
Labour firmament. His switch to a 
dovish stand after winning the lead- 
ership of the Labour Party in 1977 
appeared too opportunistic as did his 
more recent switch to halécoffee und 
half tea. Nor did the all-is-forgiven 
burying of the hatchet with Yitzhak 
Rabin for the put poses of this elec- 
tion go down convincingly with the 
vaters. i ee, τ 

Deeper down, perhaps, is the 
suspicion that Peres, who made it big 
ata young age as 4 number two man 
to Ben-Gurion, and later to Moshe 


Duyan, never quite made it inte the 
league of prospective No. One lead- 
ership material. 

This lime, he had the added 
advantage of the absence of 
Menachem Begin from the electoral 
competition, and the muting of the 
ethnic hate campaign which won for 
Begin the last time, And still, Peres 
couldn't make it. 


THE HOSTILITY of a large part of 
the electorate to Peres personally is 
only part of a broader antipathy to 
the imuge of the Labour party 18 un 
heir of the old-time hateful Mapai. 

Labour polilicians are cither (vo 
insensitive to Uneir image, ar toa 
embroiled in internal dog-eat-dog 
party politics lo (ake seriously the 
need to revamp their party's tired, 
off-putting image in the eyes of that 
part of the floating voters who hold 
the possibility of a Labour electoral 
victory in their hunds. 

The Alignment could have won 
more votes among the Arabs, had 
they included anuther one or two 
Arab candidates in the safe part of 
the list. That is only one of several 
examples of opportunities that were 
passed uy. , 

Instead, the make-up of the Align- 
ment list, by means of the old smoke- 
filled, back-room type nominating 
committee, in contrast to the anar- 
chic open vote of Herut, wus a dead 
giveaway to these voters that today's 
Labour was the same old Mapai of 
the ‘50s and ‘60s. 

The political deals by which safe 
places wete guaraniced to unpopu- 
lar renegades from the Likud, to i 
defector from the NRP, and to a 
representative of the long-defunct 
Independent Liberals were typical of 
a party that was totally insensitive to 
the need for fresh, attractive and 
popular candidates, as opposed to 
the inclusion of the party faithful 
who had managed to slither up the 


sions from the election 


urensy pole of internat party polities. 

Thirdly, the Jong-term trend 
according to which younger voters 
tend to vate more heavily for the 
Likud, and this time even further 
right, for Tehiya, worked ugainst 
Labour among the new crops of 
first-time vroters. 

Of even greater importance was 
Peres’ decision to go along with the 
Herut demand that the elections be 
held at the end of July uther than in 
May, as Labour had originally 
wanted, 

July is the height of the [sracli rush 
oversens, and it is estimated that 
between 100,000 and 150.000 
Israclis wore hotiduying abroad on 
election day. There is good reason lo 
believe that the overwhelming 
majority of them were potential 
Alignment or Shinui or Ratz voters. 
‘This assumption was corroborated 
by a trial poll set up by Ha'aretz 
outside Marks and Spencer on Lon- 
don's Oxford Street, in which the 
large majority of the Israeli shoppers 
participating “voted” for their par- 
ties, 

The total number of tourists 
abroad on election day accounted 
for 6-Y Knesset sents and could have 
spelt the difference between the 
Alignment's making it and its failure 
to do so. 


BUT PERHAPS the most important 
factor working against the Align- 
ment’s attaining its goal of a blocking 
majority as the first step towards 
establishing ἃ workabie coalition 
was its “soft on the Arabs" image in 
the eyes of the votets in the middie. 
Labour, and its Mapai progenitor, 
were always split down the middle 
on the complex issue of the Arab- 
Israel conflict. This was the old split 
between the Ben-Gurion activists 
and the Sharett conciliators, be- 
tween the Dayan-Peres hawks and 
the Abba Eban-type doves, between 
Golda Meir and Pinhas Sapir. This,

Were purposely Kept muted in the 
campaign by the Alignment strateg- 
is. ἃ good part of the Mowing yute 
inthe middle remitined unconvinced 
that Labour's reiterated determina- 
tion to initinte negotiations with an 
unreconstructed Pussein and “ied- 
enite” Patestinians was either pric- 
tical or safe. 

These hawkish suspicions were 
aggravated hy the memory of the 
1982 withdrawal from all of Sinai and 
Yamit and further exacerbated hy 
the universal disappointment in 
what seems ta be Egyptian perfidy as 
evinced in its retreat from the nor- 
malization provisions of the peace 
treaty. 

The twin altitudes of “You can't 
trust the Arabs" and “There's no 
one to talk τὸ on that side" are still 
extremely potent factors among the 
Isrieli electorate of L984, 

The religious camp, more frig 
mented than ever, maniged to main- 
fain iis overall strength of 13 seals, 
which is sipniticantly less than the 
17-18 which were the norm until 
Begin stole some of their voters in 
(977, The newly-emergent: ultra: 
Orthodox Sephurdi Shas, with four 
seuts, may prove to be a distinct 
improvement on the unti-Zionist 
Ashkenazi Agudat Yisrael from 
which they split away, and which wis 
axed to two. 

The success of Shas may well have 
put an end te the other form of 
ethnic politics represented by the 
North African Tumi, which was re- 
duced from three scats to one. 


PERSONALIZED pulitics fare not 
too well. Ever Weizinan’s personal 
list got much tess than expected; 
Yignel Hurwitz did get ane seat; bul 
Mordechai Ben-Porat and Lova 
Eliav failed in their bids to cross the 
one per cent threshold. 

The success of Meir Kahane in 
passing the minimum threshold will 
remain a blot on Isrneli public Πές. 

We have endured such shame in 
the past, with the first-imeglection 
vf a convicted embezzler to the 
Knesset by means of bought votes.

Post Economic Editor MEIR MERHAV searches for a way 
to keep the economy afloat, in the current situation 
of political paralysis and impending coalition stalemate. 


has been a universal outery for a 
national unity government, for elee- 
toral reform, for the establishment 
of a presidential regime, and com- 
hinutions of any of these. 

Without poing into the merits or 
demerits of any of these proposals 
(which all seek (0 convert pluralities 
into absolute atujorities) it is clear 
that neither electoral reform nor a 
constitutional change nre fensible in 
the short run. And economically the 
short run may be all we have left. 

‘There remuins the popular nution- 
ul unity government which, theoreti- 
cally, could be set up overnight. If 8. 
wall-to wall coalition were to include 
as many of the smaller parties as 
could be brought to join, the process 
would be longer. Each of these par- 
ties, fearful of being sent into the 
political wilderness, would even 
more insist on their pound of flesh - 
in advance and with iron-clad 


τ guarantees for the future. 


In the current circumstances, ἃ 
national unity government however, 
is probably a non-starter. A decision 
to negotiate such a broad coalition 
would pull the Alignment apart. it 
might also cost the Labour Party its 
dovish wing, thereby reducing the 
Alignment's parliamentary strength 


to perhaps less thun 30 seats. That. ἢ 


would make it a very junior partner 
in the national unity government 
headed and dominated by Herut. 
‘And despite Prime Minister Yitzhak 
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Shamir's repeated appeals for a 
nutional unity government, the 
Likud is likely to fuce similar difficul- 
ties. 

A national unity government, it 
wis observed on election night, can 
be formed only by the party that is 
alsu capable of forming a govern- 
ment on its own. The Likud is cer- 
tainly not uble to do so without 
Tehiyn and tlie cluster of religious 
parties that have beeu its partners so 
far. 

I is difficult enough enough to see 
Rafael Eitan and Yuval Ne‘eman 
sitting at the same cabinet table with 
Shimon Peres, Yitzhak Navon, Yit- 
zhak Rabin and Haim Bar-Lev, not 
to spenk of an Abbu Eban. It is just 
as difficult to imagine Ezer Weiz- 
man in the company of Tehiya. 


BUT THE CALL for a national 
unity government is not only the 
counsel] of despair of our parliamen- 
tary system, intended to plaster over 
fissures that cannot be closed, Its 
main objective is to artificially 
manufacture a government that 
would be capable of coping with the 
country's immediate economic prab- 
lems. . 

Can it be done? No, it cannot. 
Economies is always politics, and has 
become more so under the Likud. 
Economic policy even minimally 
adequate to solve our immediate 


problems means major decisions on” 


defence policy on what is to be done 
with regard to extricating ourselves 
from Lebanon, and on setdement 
policy in the West Bank and the 
Gazu strip. 

Neither Tehiya, Arik Sharon, nor 
many others in the Likud are likely to 
accept the economic constraints that 
Yigael Hurvitz -- himself a fervent 
advocate of “Greater Eretz Yisrael” 
- is prepared to do. They will insist 
on a continued settlement drive, on 
no dateline for the evacuation of 
Lebanon. Moreover, a national uni- 
ty government is unlikely to resist 
pressure from actual and potential 
allies — to persevere in their populist 
economic policies and being “the 
benefactors of the people.” In short, 
they will seek to continue on their 
present course all along the line. 

If it would join such a govern- 
ment, Alignment would not be able 
to make a dent in the Likud's stance. 
The most it could achieve would be 
to block certain moves by the Likud, 


“Just as the Likud would be able to 


block Alignment initiatives. lt would 
be immobility writ large. 

A national unity coalition, instead 
of providing the basis for u govern- 
ment capable of action, would be the 
instrument of inaction. Tt,is no way 
out of political paralysis ~ it is its 
confirmation and perpetuation.

Such an aecord on amininial set of 
policy mensures can only work if the 
Alignment is given and ugrees to 
undertake avt only co-respunsibility 
for the policies themselves, but also 
an execute and/or supervisory fune- 
tion in their implementation, This 
might mean that a much wider range 
of decisions will have to be mide 
subject to approval by the: Knesset 
and its committees — primurily, but 
not only, the Finance Committec -- 
ind that the Alignment would have 
to be given ἢ blocking vote, It would 
also imply full access to information 
for the opposition, and a much more 
strict reporting than prevails now, A 
further condition would be that at 
leust the two major parliamentary 
blocs agree on fresh elections im- 
mediately, leaving no time for 
mother long campaign. 

It is admittedly difficult to envis- 
age such an agreement, although 
there is precedent for it in the de- 
fence area, where it has been cus- 
fomary not anly to inform the 
Opposition of u decision to go to war, 
but to seck its support. The reeord of 
how the oppusition was cheated with 
regard to the war in Lebanon, where 
former Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin promised a campaign of 4k 
hours, und where he hintself was 
cheated and misinformed by his auh- 
ordinates, docs not speak well for 
the chances of a limited accord be- 
tween coilitina and opposition. 


IF THE ALIGNMENT maniayzes to 
form the next goverment, even on 
the basis of a one-man majority, its 
Prospects of being able to ace in the 
short run are much better than (hose 
of the Likud, In the opposition, the 
Likud will not be able to force 
Lubour to continue the expenditures 
which must be cut to get us out ofthe 
immediate economic morass, just as 
the Alignment in opposition cannot 
force the Likud to desist from them. 
The difference is that the continua- 
tion of these expenditures meiuns 
disaster, while their cessation or re- 
duction is a step on the way to 
recovery. Moreover, the Likud can- 
not obtain a social accord on wages, 
prices and taxes without support 
from the Alignment. The Aligninent 
can pet it without support of the 
Likud. 

None of this will save a narrow- 
based Alignment-ted coalition from 
early elections. But wilt obviously 
give it the advantage of being the 
incumbent government, a chance to 
take the first steps towards stubiliz- 
ing the economy, and considerable 
weight in determining when the clec- 
tions are to be held. 

However, given the political stale~ 
mate, it is perhaps the wisest course 
for the Alignment - if it cannot form 
a government — to stand aside, enter 
into no agreements af any Kind with 
the Likud, and let it bear the respon- 
sibility until the irresponsibility of that 
government is brought into every 
home. That may also give the Align- 
ment another turn at convincing the 
public that it really is the economic 
alternative and that it is, if no more 
than a smal! hope, then the only one 
there for eventually dealing not with 
immediate, but with the essential.

ar’s directing award yt Cannes 
Suatday in the Cuuairy, now 
released in Israel, was un integral 
past af Chit upsurge af film buffs 
who, dusing the late Fifties. knuwn 
as the New Wave, were totally com- 
mitted to one goal: changing the face 
of French cinema. They started film 
sovicties, managed repertoire vine- 
mas showing Hullywood films of the 
Thirties and the Forties, which they 
adored, wrote scathing picees in 
newspapers and magazines, blasting 
the cinéma de pupa, as they disdain- 
fully nicknamed production estah- 
lishment in their country. They cre- 
ated their awn film mapuzines to 
eluhorule an their theses and once 
they got their hands on some money, 
whether by marrying into it or in- 
heriting it, they went straight for the 
nearest film studio and set about 
practising what they had preached. 

Tavernier did most of these 
except the last. For, after film 
societies, cinemas and contributions 
to such milestone publications as the 
Cahiers du Cinéma, he chose, tuther 
than making films, helping to sell 
them. Ina very short time he was 
considered a master of public rela- 
tions Jor films in Πάθος with the 
additional and quite unexpected ἔπος 
tor that he worked only on pictures 
he liked. 

In his spure time, he was already 
toying with the idea of making films, 
but was still not quite confident of his 
awn capabilities. So he weote seripts 
forather directors, trying his hand at 
acouple of shorts. Hut it wasn't until 
1974 that he attempted a full feature 
film, and then he surprised every- 
body, including hinself, 

The picture, The Watchmaker 
from St. Pani, won several prizes that 
year, received more than sympathe- 
tie reviews, but put ‘Tavernier very 
far fram the theories he had staunch- 
ly supported 15 years earlier. Not 
anly was this very much a film de 
qualité, ws the New Wave referred τὸ 
the products of fe cinéma de papa, it 
was based on ascript by Jean Auren- 
cha and Pierre Bost, # prolific tan- 
dent in the Forties and Filties, whose 
outpul was the symbol of everything 
detested hy the Cahfers du Cinénia 
gang. 


AFTER THIS first success, Taver- 
nier went into film-making full time. 
He showed himself ever more clearly 
to be an intelligent, sensitive but 
very traditional directar, whose 
cinematic language never strayed 
from the trodden path, whose use of 
well-established stars and well- 
established techniques gave the au- 
dience a comfortable feeling of in- 
timacy, of expectations fulfilled. By 
the same token. it generated little 
excitement. 

Outside France, where he is 
accepted as one of the leaders in his 
profession, Tavernier is not very 
‘well known, Indeed, the only film of 
his ever shown in Israel was the first 
one, and even that, on televisign. 

If one were looking for ἃ common 
line in the eight feature films Taver- 
nier has produced until now, as one 
is wont to do according to the auteur 
theory of cinema (of which Taver- 
nier himself was ἃ great supporter), a 
good beginning would be to consider 
his preoccupation with the middle

THE FIRST OF his films to be shown 
in our cinemas, Sway in the Coun- 
fry may hor he quite typical of his 
work. Certainly it deals with the 
middle class, il is even mere than 
usually subdued, and it is highly 
professional, But above all, it is ἃ 
iribute, possibly even a triple tri- 
bute: tu the painter Auguste Renoir, 
tw his son, Jean Renoir, pussibly the 
greatest French film director ever, 
and tu.Pierre Bost, the veteran au- 
thor on whose last novel the movie is 
based. 

To begin with, this is the kind of 
film which is concerned with the 
slight ripples on water, suggestive οἱ 
strong currents heneath the surface 
but invisible to the naked eye. ‘That 
is, apparently nothing really eventful 
happens here. An old-established 
Painter, in his mid-Seventies, is vi- 
sited on a sunny Sunday, in his 
beautiful country house ina village 
not far from Paris by bis sen, his 
daughter, his daughter-in-law and 
his grandchildren.

[fthis is indeed the case, thea the 
restauiuit 2. Beit Ticho, the newly 
opened museum in Jerusalem, just 
off Rehoy Haray Kook, would 
come very close to taking the prize. 
Located at the cutrance lo the 
beautiful [Yeh-century hose, it 
offers seating both in the beautifully 
refurbished interior and on the ter- 
Tace, under bower ing pine tives. 

Another pleasing aspect about the 
terrave is that Π| scems (a attired the 
most beautiful wornen in Jerusalem.

Perhaps all Beit ‘Ticho lacks at this 
paint is music U string quurtet. 
But this would probibly be  self- 
ince the lirgely unadver- 
tised restaurant already seems to 
have as many customers ay ΠῚ can 
handle, especially at lunchtime. In 
contrast to the exhibit, which closes 
atd p.m., it is open until fate in the 
evening. 

When the museum, once the 
home of one of the city’s leading 
artists and her husband, τι re- 
nowned cye specialist, opened, 
it was snid that the coffee shop would 
serve the type of Viennese cream 
cakes that its inhabitants had so 


otten enjoyed. In fiet, there is a 
rather extensive contemporary dairy 
menu and 1, for one. am not unhap- 
py that this licence has been taken. 

T opened my repast with the cold 
yoghurt soup. an item which has 
become pretty much of a standby. 
Here the usual yoghurt and cucum- 
ber were augmented hy a very 
heavy, but not excessive. dose of 
onion and a generous sprinkling of 
dill, In fet, misses of dill covered 
practically everything we ate at Beit 
Ticho. 1 would have liked to see a 
few other herhs. 

There was, however, no dill in my 
compantion’s cohl fruit soup, a dish 
that struck a very happy balance 
between cloying sweetness and un- 
necessary Lartness. This soup, which 
included cooked fresh apples, 
peaches and plus, alse: had ἃ cer 
tain lightness. 1 suspect that the 
Secret ingredient was a dash uf sous 
waiter, mixed in just before the soup 
was served. 


AS USUAL in such a restaurant and 
out of a sense of duty to our readers, 
we ordered rather more than the 
average diner (all those beautiful 
women must keep their figures 
somehow). Thus, we also tried the 
“farm salad," a dish in which iin 
mounds uf grated carrot and beet on 
a bed of chopped lettuce were top- 
ped hy a heavy blue cheese dressing, 
over which was sprinkled chopped 
nuts and the ubiquitous dill, It was 


all very healthy looking and pleasant 
tasting. 

For my main course, I tried the 
stuffed vegetable platter, which 
came complete with eggplant, 
squash and fresh mushrooms, ill 
filled with a mixture of brown rice 
and covered with melted cheese. 
chapped nuts and, of course, dill. It 


was all absolutely delicious, espe- 
cially the brown rice which gave it all 
a very pleasant nutty taste and made 
me feel | was really doing myself no 
end of good by finishing off every 
last bit. 

My companion tried the crepes 
filled with spinach, in which the 
purecd Spinach had been offset with 


onion, while the crépes themselves 
were covered with a white sauce and 
melted cheese. Over it all wis a 
generous layer of chopped dill, Iwas 
never a guest at the Ticho household 
but, judging from their yeAaAish back- 
ground, 1 would guess that if and 
when they served spinach, it was 
with ἡ dash of nutineg, a trick the 
chef might try. 

Cold water was served with a 
curefree abandon that other inn- 
keepérs might emulate, and we felt 
no need to drink a lot of fizzy sweet 
stuff. But we did try a glass of orange 
juice which was freshly squeezed and 
generous. 


FOR DESERT I ordered the strudel, 
and found it close to perfect, truly 
the work of a muster hand. It was 
made with the kind of paper-thin, 
tender dongh that typifies genuine 
strudel and filled with grated apples, 
chopped nuts and just enough bread 
crumbs to give it body. It was, natur- 
ally enough, topped with a generous

Poor Smith kept insisting that a 
straw poll was anly a straw poll, that 
nobody should draw any conclusions 
from it till he could start forecasting 
acenrately from ἃ sufficient number 
of key results. When he got a chance 
to do so, he threw ἢ magnificent gift 
to the Likud, a bomb at the Align- 
ment. He declared that the gap be- 
(ween the two parties had dis- 
appeared, that the Likud might even 
end up ahead by a small margin, 

LCL did not detest the Likud lead- 
ers so heartily for involving our be- 
laved country in such reckless mitit- 
ary and economic adventures, | 
might find it in my heart to be sorry 
for them, so completely did they buy 
Smith's sudden offer of glory.

‘Their love of this poll also leads 
them to try to pull off a sort of 
confidence trick, in which they say 
that there is very little difference 
between 46-43 and 45-41, only a 
couple of digits. [ἡ fact, there is an 
enormous difference, representing 
scores of thousands of voters. This 
difference is vital to our happiness 
when we start to play the numbers 
game, and to build up coalitions on 
the basis of the figures given us by 
Smith. 


[ HASTEN to add that it is not only 
Smith among the pollsters who errs: 
he is one of the most remarkable 
pollsters in the country.” All of 
them went astray, hopelessly astray, 


throughout the last wo months, just 
as they did before the 1981 elections. 
What gibberish they fed us about the 
Bigantic Alignment lead, gibberish 
that must have had an incalculable 
effect on the clection campuigns of 
the parties. 

τι is impossible that two months 
ago the electorate would have given 
the Alignment over 60 seats and 
Likud about 30, and that hundreds 
of thousands of voters changed their 
minds in that short period. 

_ There are four possible explana- 
tions for these misleading polls. One 
is that the polls are rigged, for some 
mysterious reason — this I turn down 
out of hand, knowing that the polls- 
ters are all people of unimpeachable 
integrity. The second is that the 
people polled are teasing the polls- 
ters’ earnest interviewing teams, and 
are having them on with false 
answers, The third is that the compu- 
ters are feeting mischievous, and are 
fouling up their answers, just for the 
fun of it. The last, and probably the 
best answer, is that God is interven- 
ing once again in our affairs, and is 
playing one of His sardonic jokes on 
Us, 


FROM hindsight, it does seem that 
the Alignment's public relations 
team was at fault in the structuring of 
the campaign it ran, It must have 
told its clients that the Alignment 
hud the middle-class Ashkenazis and 
the loyal Histadrut workers safely 
buttoned up, and did not need to 
beum messages at them, that the 
focus of the cumpaign should be on 
the Likud constituency, the Sephar- 
tim from the slums and moshavim 
who idolized Menachem Begin, and 
might be reached, since Likud had 
no replacement for the king. 

This resulted in propaganda that 
Meir Wilner, the astute Communist 
lender, described as a pale imitation 
of the Likud's. It may well have led 
many possible Alignment voters to 
east their votes for Shinui or the 
Citizens’ Rights Movement or Lova 
Eliav. [ may also bave alienated 
many Arab voters, As it worked out, 
votes for the CRM or Shinui will end 
up useful to the Alignment, but 
those bestowed on Lova ure utterly 
dead, and may well have cost the 
forces of jiberty an all-important 
mandate. 

1 must congratulate Haim Yavin 
and his hard-working team on their 
astonishing feat, keeping us awake 
und absorbed until six in the morn- 
ing. Normally [ prepare for the long 
night's journey into dawn by sleep- 
ing all afternoon on election day, 
and by laying in an adequate supply 
of liquid refreshment to celebrate a 
victory for the forces of light, or to 
mourn a triumph for the forces of 
darkness, But this time the position 
was so critical that 1 abandoned my

THE EXHIBITION OF paintings 
by Anselm Kicfer (b. Germiuny, 
1945) al the Israel Museum is a 
singular event; and nat only because 
Kiefer is one af the most prominent 
nanmes in “New Painting” in Ger- 
many taday. For Kiefer is alse.one of 
the must "German" of all of the 
Bundesre publi young, artists, 
writing texts, mimes ind associations 
into his huge, brutally powerful can- 
vases, works that offen make his 
fellow Germans, beth liberal and 
Tightists, feel distinctly uncemfart- 
able. Kiefer stirs his brushes in the 
entrails of all of his country’s mystic 
and mythic traditions, fram Nordic 
legends and “Teuton sags τὸ the 
scorched carth dad Nadi architecture 
oftour times, 

tt is nat surprising, then, that 
many well-intentioned Germaus 
view Kiefer with suspicion, and the 
idea hat he may ΠῚ some way repre: 
send the new Ciernatay abroad, with 
something like dismay. 

Their aasiety is misplaced. “he 
Kiefer show will, in’ general, be 
tightly welcumed: here as ἃ major 
event. Tt is the first mayor 
due Stow ob a prominent repre:

A PALPABLE tinge of nervousness 
thus preceeded the opening of the 
Kiefer show this week, presaged as it 
was by planted puffs in the Hebrew 
press.

Doreet Levite-Harten, who pointed 
aut that that just because Kiefer has 
the courage to dea! in the currency of. 
his country's often murky past, he 
need not (and can in no way) be 
identified as a praponent of any of 
these traditions; or be considered a 
vehicle for their revival, 

While this writer agrees with her, 
the argument might have been given 
more crecibility if presented by ἢ less 
interested party: Haaretz failed to 
identify Levite as one of the prime 
movers of the exhibition here and as

Museum which first hosted the show . 


and who wrote all the entries for the” 
catalogue. He is Jurgen Harton. 
Director of the Dusseldorf Kunst- 
halle and a staunch supporter of 
both Israel and the Israel Museum. Ὁ 


From Dusseldorf, the Kiefer show 


went tothe City Muscum of Modern 
Artof Paris. The names of the three 
museums appear on the German, 
French and English logue. But 
only 15 of the original show's 57 
canvases reached [srael (tagether 
with some 30 works on paper), plus at 
canvas specially created far the show 
here. Much of his typival (and con- 
troversial) subject matter is missing. 

To get a reat idea of the huge 
Kiefer retraspective, cavering a de- 
cade of his work. ane has to turn to 
the besutilully printed) catalague, 
And to gel some idea of what even 
the lo cunwuses here are all about, 
one has to aura to Turten’s concise 
expluniutory totes ty each picture. 

The only Hebrew provided with 
dlague is an insert listing the 
sand dates of the works. The 
israeli visitar whe cauinet affared the 
catalogue will thus see a show which 
he must judge salely an its visual 
merits, probably the ultiniatte test, 
but in this cuse αὶ experience that 
can only add to hewildezment. Even 
with the benelit af Elurten's nates, if 
is often difficult to assess whit Kiefer 
is driving at.

ONE OF the strongest arrows in uny 
artist's quiver is tinely tuned ambi- 
Buily: to be obvious is to zisk being 
banal.

A wark 
that is left open to. various: inter- 
pretitions is fu more interesting - 
and more likely to arouse one's 
curiosity. 

On the other hand, once the coded 
message is deciphered, the eye turns 
again to the vehicle: the painting 
itself. If this does not stand up to 
continued serutiny, a failure may be 
registered, One can't help feeling 
that Kiefer deals with matters that 
other Germans hive explored far 
more effectively in a medium better 
suited to this particular task, that of 
the cinema, 

While Kiefer the German ack- 
nowledges his past ina way that 
Suggests cxorcisn as well as senrch 
for cathartic understanding, Kiefer 
the painter rejects it, He rejects the 
whole concept of “pleasant” paint- 
ing (though it often crops up, nolens 
volens, in many of his smatler works) 
in Favour of large-scale brutal power. 
His imaginary landscapes are set- 
tings on a Wagnerian scale. If Kiefer 
the painter draws on anything from 
the past, it is only from the very 
recent past. He studied under 
Joseph Beuys, from whom he must 
have learned that today's artist must 
be something else, singing his per- 
sonal song in an intensely personal 
code, making a future by digesting 
the past; and regurgitating it with a 
taste of his own bile.

ASPECTS OF post-modernist tech- 
Hiques have not been lost on Kiefer 
either: his huge canvases, in addition 
to oils and acrylic, are sometimes 
compounded of materials like straw, 
clay, tar (laid on with the aid of 
blowtorch) staples, and symbolic

DR. REUBEN HECHT at Tif 
has doniter the Largest private 
lection of Fretz-Istaeli archeatopies 
finds to Haita University, and has 
also funded the building of a 
museum, nimed after fim and his 
wife. 

The museum contains in excellent 
selection in its chosen fields. with 
hundreds of fine, well-preserved and 
sare artifacts. Its opening: is a major 
event. 

The late Yignel Yadin visited the 
museum the day before his iecent 
death and wrote in the guestbook: 
“a Magnificent miseumn, an out- 
standing collection..." 

One quarter of the collection, 
some 800 pieves, are exhibited, to 
which a few works by [8th century 
Jewish artists wre added. Another, 
similarly large, hall is being built, to 
house the Jewish art collection. The 
view of the hall, reuched on Satur- 
days through a catacombatl pits: 
is somewhat impaired by the many 
pillars, showcases and a huge central 
stair. Exhibitions of excavations in 
the North, pedagopieal and scholarly 
activities are planned. 

The Hecht Museum is arianged 
mainly according to the archeolagi- 
cal periods of Eretz Ustael, (rant Chal 
calithic to Byzantine (with corses- 
ponding Jewish historical epochs). 
Still, many autifacts are prouped to 
show functian: temple and cull: 
kitchen and feeding; Kaunps, coins, 
Seals ancl weights.

menornh placed before much older 
Eretz-Istacli pieces; or the huge, 
beautiful aerial photograph of the 
Old City as seen taduy, which 
dominates the entrance hall.

Dr. Rachel Unehlili, director of 


the museum, directed my attention 
to some unique finds: tiny, Early 
Canaanite perforated clay animals 
(perhaps amulets or jewels); a vessel 
made of an ostrich egg, held and 
hung by metal bands; an &th century 
B.C.E. iron canulestick from Samar- 
ia, antedating similar pieves; 1 rare, 
Late Bronze duck-shaped cosmetic 
box. Among the imports from Cyp- 
rus is a painted vessel shaped as a 
powerful bull. 

The display is perhaps richest in 
artifacts from the Late Israelite 
period and includes a four-room 


‘model house. There are scores of 


full-breasted female fertility figures 
(revered, seemingly, also in Jewish 
households); small clay beds, birds, 
cosmetic vessels, rattles, jar and bot- 
ile stoppers, decorated by a curved 
hand. Interesting also is a clay model 
shrine in which a pair of columns 
flank the doorway. This motif, like 
so many others in the collection, 
returns often in later Jewish art. 

Two complete finds of 8th century 
B.C.E. Samaria tombs ure on show; 
one held’ the above-mentioned iron 
candelabrum, the second a clay ves- 
sel in the form of a horse which could 
be filled through ἃ hole in the back, 
with the mouth serving as a spout. 

The exhibition contains many 
well-written, instructive inscriptions 
in Hebrew and English, which blend 
tastefully into the arrangement. It 
concentrates on groups, rather than 
individual pieces, and the muted 
colour scheme lowers the excitement 
caused by special works of art. In- 
stead, hese are reassembled on one 
wall through lit, white-on-hlack 
photogaaphs.

But times huve changed for Mon- 
treal Jews, us they have for Mordecai 
Richler. ‘Today the best-selling book 
in English fanguage Montreal book- 
stores is a bloodthirsty little volume 
called The Anglo Guide to Survival 
in Quebec. ᾿ 

Those who have survived (few 
have emerged unscathed). have seen 
Strange things in their time: a (for- 
incr) Quebec government minister 
called Goldbloom, a (current) 
National Assembly minister called 
Marx, and a new generation of Jew- 
ish professionals trained not at 
McGill or Concordia, but at the 
Université du Montreal, and, even 
more astonishing, at Brebeuf or the 
Université du Quebec. 

"Plus ¢a change” is. not ἃ motto for 
modern Quehee society. The altera- 
tions have been severe. But Morde- 
cai Richler, a man who can live and 
work unywhere he damn well wants, 
has come up with a new motto: “Moi 
aussi, je me souviens.”” 


IN HIS latest book, 4 collection of 
essays and articles on Cunada called 
Home Sweet Home: My Canadian 
Album (Knopf, $16.95), Richler 
reculls the war years, when 
Quebee wis sometimes a scary place 
te live in: 

“There were signs on the highway, 
A bas les Juifs! Adrien Arcund, the 
fascist leader, alarmed us... on a 
slenzy bench outside Montreal, 
French Canadians and Jews fought 
with clubs.

Nor has the Quebec government, 
led for the last seven years by the 
separatist Parti Quebecois, been 
particularly enchanted by the man's 
wit.

IT’S AN OLD story with Richler. 
No graduate of Dale Carnegie 
courses, he recalls his father being 
singled out in Montreal synagogues 
for having a son who could write 
such anti-Semitic diatribes as The 
Apprenticeship of Duddy Kravitz. 

- “The people who considered Kra- 
vitz anti-Semitic," he notes from the 
porch of his three-storey lakefront 
home, “were mostly people who 
hadn't read the book and who still 
haven't read it. Or people, who read 
it not because they read fiction but 
because it was about Montreal. They 
just weren't prepared to deal with 
the concerns of modern fiction. 


“I don’t consider myself a spokes- 
min for the Montreal Jewish com- 
munity. ['m not a spokesman for 
anybody." 

Earlier generations of Montreal 
Jews never had it as easy as their 
Hampstead, Ville St. Laurent, or 
Cédte St. Luc-raised progeny, but 
many chim it is unfair to view 
Quebec as a major North American 
stronghold of antipathy to the Jews. 

“Fascism was never endemic to 
Quebec during the late ‘30s," claims 


Richler. “It was a rising force. 


throughout the world. What about 


Toronto? Most of the hate literature’ 


today ~ that demented revisionist 
material about the Holocaust that's 
similar to the kind of stuff Henry 


Ford used to publish - comes out of ἢ 


the West." 


RICHLER is referring specifically 
to the case of Jim Keegstra, the 
mayor of the Alberta town of Eckvil- 
le, who, us a schoo! teacher, ex- 
pounded anti-Semilic theories to his 
Students, including the argument 
that the Holocaust never occurred.

RICHLER also remembers Mon- 
treal during the Lebanese War.

“I don't remember demonstrations 
against other Israelis, But then, 
Sharon is not regarded as the most 
savoury of politicians, or, for that 
matter, people. 1 mean, there've 
béen demonstrations against him in 
Israel." 

What Richler does not recall, 
however, is that the demonstrations 
in Montreal in the summer of 1983 
were organized by Yvon Char- 
bonncau, head of the Quebec 
Teachers’ Union, and a man many 
Jewish Quebecois claim is n*bought 
and paid for Libyan agent." Char- 
bonneau also used his union in an 
attempt to disseminate anti-Zionist 
and anti-Jewish literature through- 
out the Quebec school systems ~ 
both Catholic and Protestant. 

“People were angry and outraged 
by the war," explains Richler.

Caspar Weinberger 
is n capable man, immensely likable 
and honest, a talented administra- 
tor, and a stubborn fighter for what 
he believes is right,..But his tenden- 
cy to blurt out locker-room ppinion 
in the guise of policy was one that !

This book is certainly not an offt- 
cial history of U.S. foreign policy 
from December 1980) to June 1982, 
nor an objective study of it. Yet any 
official history or objective study will 
have to take Caveat into account.

20, when he married Alma May Re- 
ville, u film editor assigned to one of 
his productions. Matrimony in no 
way relieved a repressed scxuality 
that served as the fount for macabre 
visions in a cinematic career span- 
ning over 50 years. Hitchcook chan- 
nelled his bridled lust into his movies 
and his stomach in equal propor- 
tions. 

“When anyone ordered coffee at 
the end of the meal, Hitchcock 
shocked the newsman by ordering a 
second steak to follow his dessert of 
un ice-cream parfait. The second 
steak he followed with still another 
serving of ice cream, and when 
Hitchcock summoned the waiter, 
the diners thought at last they would 
be leaving. But moments later the 21 
Club hummed with the gossip: 


Alfred Hitchcock had ordered a 
third stenk, and with it, su as not to 
delay his companions, his third help- 
ing of iec cream.” 

His gastronomical self-indulgence 
was matched by his love of alcoholic 
beverages and cool, blonde women. 
He drank vodka martinis by the 
pitcherful and chose Nordic-type fire 
under ice beauties to star in almost 
every film he directed. Chaste for 
over three decades of married life 
(after siring one daughter}, Hitch- 
cock used the movie camera in as 
phallic a way as the times allowed. 
He captured beautiful women on 
celluloid. He possessed them in the 
only way open to a man whose 
excesses were mirrored by his body. 
Hitchcock fell in love with a number 
of his leading ladies, but remained 
relatively circumspect until 1960, 
when he chose Tippi Hedren (a 
modet with no previous acting ex- 
perience) to star in The Birds, his 
gleefully tale of nature getting its 
own back. . 

“Tn late February Hitchcock final- 
ly Jost any remnant of dignity and 


discretion. Alone with Hedren in her 
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WEIILE AMERICANS are politi- 
cally naive, and the Likud govern- 
ment is weak in the fuce of US 
pressure, Pence Now is doing the 
work of the PLO, according tu Katz. 
Similurly, the ‘unserupulous” 
Labour opposition has provided 
“encouragement and support’ tu 
the growth of anti-Semitism, In their 
criticism of government policy. on 
the West Bank and Gaza. and of 
settlement policy in particular, these 
groups serve as “Israeli sources” 
which can be quoted by vutsiders to 
legitimize their “campaign against 
Israck and the Jewish peuple.” To 
make bis point. Katz cites the activi- 
ties of some Peace Now supporters 
who made brief careers out of danm- 
ing Isrucl inthe U.S. media. 

The activities of Peace Now out- 
side of Israel indeed mise some se- 
rious questions. On the other hind, 
within Israel, this group has forced 
the fundamental questions of Israeli 
policy onto the public agenda, in his 
columns, Katz confines himself to 
knocking down the “straw men" 
(and women) he has erected, but 
avoids the substance of oppasilion to 
Likud policy, Onc wonders how he 
forsees the future of the Jewish state 
which, in its blindness, absorbs one 
million Arabs from the West Bank 
and Gaza, His failure to address this 
issue is indicative of his weakness as 
a political columnist. Furthermore, 
repetition of the “fifth column™ 
charge heard all to often in Israel is a 
gross distortion for which the author 
should be thoroughly embarrassed. 

In contrast, Katz's best contribu- 
tion to political debate within [srac] 
comes in his columns on non- 
security issues effecting Isracl. One 
article on secular -- religious rela- 
tions, entitled “Football and the 
Fence around the Tora,” is particu- 
larly good. Other pieces deal with 
the faijure of the Likud's domestic 
and economic policies and the con- 
tinued politicization of government 
bureaucracy. In 1979, Kutz wrote 
that “once in power, the Likud lead- 
ers seemed to have forgoiten why 
they had come to power, In pratical- 
ly no field has a scrious, intelligent 
effort been made to solve the gruve 
internal problems inherited from the 
Alignment...” Maybe the next

JOSEPIT MORGENSTERN bias a 
way of “investing in Israel without 
settling here. The method he sug- 
gests in his book is to buy shires in 
Isrucli companies. He refers to the 
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weathered ones, whose equities swe 
traded on the vast U.S. financial 
markets collectively known as Wall 
Street. 

Morgenstern, whe probably 
knows Wall Street better thin the 
street on which he lives, has tuken 
136 pages to fist 15 such Israeli 
publicly hele firms. And he gives the 
reader more than just a thumbnail 
sketch of capitalization and main 
products. 

fi this litth: volume -- dlustrated 
with actual company scenes - the 
author describes the shire isxste, 
names the underwriter, gives several 
years Οἱ “financial highlights” per- 
taining to the companies, and digs 
deep into a company's innards to 
give the reader a reasonably good 
idea of what the company might 
offer in the way of an invesiment 
opportunity. 

Typical of the voy Wall Street 
pundit who refuses lo go into print 
promising a “sure thing” to his read- 
ers, Morgenstern prefers to furnish 
the vital data and leave it ta the 
reader's intelligence τὸ discern value 
and — hopefully - uncover a “sleep- 
er that will soon come to life and 
bring riches to the share owner. 


IN a recent chat with the author, the 
present reviewer learned that inves- 
tors in five of the companies listed in 
the book have done "extremely 
well” in the past three yeurs. Like 
almest all of the companies de- 
scribed in the book, these five are 
so-called “high tech" industries — the 
type of enterprise the Stile of Israel 
is looking to in order to get the 
wheels of econontic growth turning 
again. This is probably the first time 
all [sraeli firms with shares traded 
abroad have been grouped together 
between the covers of a single book. 
Morgenstern deserves praise for 
this. 

Included in the list of 15 com- 
panies are the !0 which {sraclis may 
invest abroad if they would rather 
buy there than on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange, But the target readership 
of this book is probably the non- 
Israeli investor who, fumiliar with 
the jns-and-outs of risk-reward ratio 
figuring, keeps an eye peeled for 
fundamental value.

THE WHOLE rich scope of life is 
contuined in these two novels 
about puirs of girlk who grow up to 
faste love, ambition, hatred, adver- 
sity nnd suceess - in short, to ex- 
perience the extremes of living. 
Light A Penny Candle begins in 
wartime England. Violet White, a 
friendless und unhappy woman 
much addicted to romantic 
literature, faces a dilemma: she 
must find someone safe to take in 
her child for the duration of the 
war. Liule Elizabeth reulizes that 
her homie Is less than huppy, but she 
is frightened when her mother 
decides to send her to an old friend, 
Eileen O'Connor. Yet it is 
Elizabeth's formutive ycara with the 
j O'Connor family that transform the 
shrinking and slightly unhealthy 
child into an outgoing and friendly 
being. Much of the transformation 
* can be attributed to Aisling, one of 
* (the hurly-burly O'Connors, who ts 
exactly Elizabeth's age. As the two 
are foreed into the intimacy of 
sisters for the duration of the war, 
Elizabeth takes on some of Aisling's 
more independent ‘qualities, while 
Aisling's rough edges are somewhat 
smoothed,’ :

Her friendship with Aisling con- 
linues through letters, and this less 
than satisfactory tink is 
Strengthened by the tribulations 
both girls undergo, which include, 
for Elizabeth, an abortion, a rupture 
with her lover and a boring mar- 
tinge; and for Aisling, an uncon- 
summated marriage to a drunkard, 

Much of Maeve Binchy’s riveting 
novel consists of the conflict 
between Catholic and Protestant 
lifestyles. A Protestant child in a 
strongly Catholic environment, 
Elizabeth cannot help but be in- 


‘fluenced by the heavy emphasis on 


religion. Everyone in the O’Con- 
nor’s town attends church; all of her 
classmates are inundated with the. 
miracles and saints of .Mother 
Church. The litile girt is “baptized” 
into the faith several times by her 
friends, who are afraid that the last. 
conversion may not have “caught.” 
Viet, returning to her home, 
Elizabeth reverts to her family’s less 


Strict beliefs. As a result, she canac- 


cept-events which shock and horrify 
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her Irish friend — her mother's af- 
fair and divorce, her own love affair 
und subsequent abortion. And 
because of this, she cunnot under- 
stund Aisling’s stubboriess in choos-- 
ing to remain for so long with her 
worthless husband. 

Yet Miss Binchy has a definite 

point to make here, and she makes 
it when Aisting helps her friend un- 
dergo her abortion — praying for 
her in the best Cutholic tradition as 
(he operation is performed. She 
mikes it again when Elizabeth tries 
to mask her distress at Aisling's 
marital troubles. The gulf between 
the two ways of faith and life is wide 
— but not so wide that it cannot be 
bridged by simple friendship, and 
much love, 
__ This is the type of book you read, 
if not at one sitting, then during 
days when you ignore everything 
else, and give yourself over to the 
delightful story. Light A Penny Can- 
die ἰδ a remarkable first novel, vital, 
well-spun and panoramic book. 


EQUALLY remarkable is Shirley 
Hazzard’s The Transit of Venus, a 
hard-cover success some two years 
ago, and now available in paper- 
back. Caroline and Grace Bell are 
two Australian children whose 
parents are drowned, leaving them 
to be brought up by their embit- 
lered elder sister, Dora. Dora 
makes their lives a misery until

Girne is soon married to a stuffy 
young civil servant. Their dull mur- 
ringe is punctuated by his almost 
mandatory office-affalr and by 
Grace's deep love for the town's 
doctor, but she remains faithful to 
her husband, and settles down to a 
loveless, yet contented, life. 

_ Caro, the more demanding of the 
sisters, will not be satisfied with so 
little, She spurns the love of a 
talented young scientist, and has a 
Passionate affair with ἃ playwright, 
who throws her over. An underpaid, 
overworked civil servant, a woman 
in a man's world, Caro finally mar- 
ties a rich American. Returning to 
England after his death, she is 
rewarded with something very few 
women attaln: a second chance al 
her first tove. 

This novel is about love and the 
sacrifices that must and must not be 
made for love's sake. Grace, the 
author implicilly states, would 
never truly be happy in an illicit 
love affair, nor could she face runn- 
ing off, deserting family and home, 
for love's sake. Caro, on the other 
hand, could not do less. Love, for 
her, is everything, and she gives up 
the prospect of comfort for years, 
until she finds a man she can love 
Properly. The two sisters live out 
their lives much as they began them: 
Grace a gentle creature, content yet 
somehow whimsically sad; Caro a 
vibrant woman, uncompromising in 
the face of life. Neither character is 
“right” or “wrong™ — they simply 
are what they have to be.

Prices of Eternity ice cream are 
comparable to those in the neigh- 
bourhood generally, Last week, ἃ 
single-sconp cone cost 18125 -- and 
the cones ure specially made from

Lternity parlours are’ attractively

TEL AVIV-JAFFA’S only natural 
resource is the seafront. It is gratify- 
ing to see progress towards making 
good use of its two ports north and 
south of the city - both of which 
ceased to function as freight har- 
bours when Ashdod was opened in 
1963. There are signs that the ports 
may come to life again as pleasure- 
craft harbours and centres for shop- 
ping, entertainment and tourism. 
Tomorrow (Saturday) evening 
marks the opening of Design Centre 
in Jaffa Ports’ old Warehouse No.4- 
This huge furniture and interior- 
decor showroom is said to be unique 
in the country. Instead of separate 
areas for each exhibitor, the pro- 
ducts of various manufacturers will 
be intermingled in fully-decorated 
model rooms and even an entire 
model flat. sis ibaa = 
Responsible for their planning 
Tel Aviv designer Ruth Spizer, who

conceived the entire idea of Design 
Centre. The co-investors are Mor- 
dechai Pinhasov, a contractor, and 
Eldad Spiwak, an engineer. The 
showroom covers 3,000 sq.m. with 
offices on a gallery level, where 
consumers can get brief on-the-spot 
advice for free, or order a custom- 
mide decorator’s plan. 

Exhibiturs include major firms 
such as Danish (general furniture), 
Berg (children's), Forma (living 
rooms), Tagiv (prefab walls), Nuss- 
baum (textiles), Solcoor (sanitary 
fixtures, ceramic tiles), Negev Cera- 
mics, and Amcor. Telephones, in- 
tercoms, carpets, potted plants, and 
even paintings by famous artists will 
be incorporated in the room designs. 
There will be artisans working on 
the premises, including some who 
paint designs on plain locally-made 
bathroom tiles. 

Design Centre is determined to 
make the place a “happening,” not 
just a store, and has provided a 
nursery area with babysitters. 
Thoughtfully, this is placed adjacent 
to the toilet ray nti ae 

ial ones for the handicapped — 
snmothing this country has been 
slow in adopting. 

The refreshment area will offer 
several possibilities—a cafeteria with 
various light foods, a Chinese cor- 
ner, an icecream bar, Design Centre 
will be open continuously from 10 
a.m. to 10 p.m. every day except 
Friday when it will close by mid- 
afternoon. The management says it 
has permission from the municipal- 
ity to open on Shabbat for viewing, 


only. 
People heading for Design Centre 


should go to the Jaffa Port and look 
for signs leading to the Centre's own 
gute, where entrance is free. Taking 
a car through the main gate to the 
port costs ISSO, which includes park- 
ing. Anyone on foot pays 1515 each 
to enter the port. 


WHEN | INQUIRE about overall 
development plins for Jaffiz Port, 
people ask if I've seen Fisherman's 
Wharf in San Francisco. { haven't, 
bul [ understand it is an area cram- 
med with restaurants, snack bars, 
shops and craftsmen’s stalls. Jaffa 
Port, presumably, may look like that 
some day. 


For the moment, the only shops ~ 


there are the Design Centre and a 
duty-free shop called Classica, which 
is open only to foreign diplomats, 
UN personnel, and those few de- 
parting travellers who sail from Jaffa 
for Cyprus on the Andromeda. 

By next summer, however, Jaffais 


* to have harbour facilities for some 


300 vessels — both pleasure craft and 
fishing boats, with plans for up to 
1,000 vessels at a later stage. 

“We intend to put Tel Aviv-Jaffa 
on the international yachting map,” 
I was told by Yehuda Semberg, who 
holds three titles in connection with 
the ports here. He is harbour-master 
of the ports of Jaffa and Tel Aviv and 
director-general of Marine Trust 
Ltd., a company set up in 1937 to 
develop “the first Hebrew port” — 
ic. Tel Aviv Port. Jaffa Portis under 
the direct control of the Ministry of 
Transport, whereas Tel Aviv Port 
still belongs to the Marine Trust, in 
which the government and the muni- 
cipality today hold the bulk of the 
shares, with only some 18 per cent 
held by the general public. 

The plans to make an internation- 
al yachting harbour in Jaffa Port are 
progressing rapidly, I'as told. Con-- 
straction of breakwaters, dry docks, 
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slipways and floating jetties is under- 
way and the first slage should be 
operational by next summer. Also 
planned are all kinds of auniliary 
facilities for visiting yachtsmen -- 
customs offices, maritime police, 
banks, servicing facilities fur boats, a 
hotel, etc. 

Semberg has already had 
approaches from European yachting 
groups interested in the prospects of 
winter-docking at Jaffa rather than 
Greece of nother Mediterranean 
spots. 


THE TEL AVIV PORT is more 
problematic. Harbour-master Sen- 
berg would like to see the dilapi- 
dated port area revived by moving 
inside its gates many of the res- 
taurants and nightclubs of the ad- 
joining “Little Tel Aviv" neighbour- 
hood. 

However, the municipality has 
other ideas. It views it as part of a 
grandiose overall project called 
Marina City, which would include 
yet another yachting harbour, re- 
clamation of land from the sea, the 
relocation of the Sde Dov airport 
and luxury seafront apartments. So 
long as Marina City is on the 
drawing-boards, the municipality 
has frozen nny other development 
plans for the entire arca. 

Meanwhile, the old Tel Aviv Port 
area continues to be what it has been 
for several years -- mitinly a collec- 
tion of importers’ and wholesalers’ 
sulesrooms for ceramic tiles and 
bathroom and kitchen fixtures. 
are about a dozen of these, 
in an enormous warehouse, 
From the outside, they all seem to 
be selling imported gods, mainly 
Crom Llaly. Inside, however, some of 
them offer the products of focal 
manufacturers. These are Negev 
Ceramies of Yerut which mikes 
extra-strong ceramic floor tiles 
which are alse usable for wills; und 
the Koor complex companies, 
Harsa of Beersheba, which makes 
sinks and toilet bowls, Burbour of 
Acre (wall tiles), and the plumbing 
accessory brands, Hamat, Daimit 
nnd Mixon, 

Local products are considered to 
be good quatity, at more or less the 
same prices as Italian imperis. The 
Koour people told me that while te 
importers make a bigger profit on 
the imported brands, Shenter ware- 
house ts nyost likely ta promote lacal 
products, beeause it belongs to the 
Clal enterprises. Negev Ceramics of 
Yeruham has a big showraom of its 
own at 24 King George in ‘Tcl Aviv, 
and the Koor affiliate firms all dis- 
play their wares at Solcoor show- 
roonis arouad ihe country. 

Apart from ceramics, the other 
commercial enterprises in the Tel 
Aviv Port area include an antiques 
importer and the prestigious carpet- 
making firm Arbel. The latter is 
having trouble with the gunicipal- 
ity, which is trying to evict it from the 
premises where it has been making 
hand-tufted carpets and displaying 
all its wares for many years. 

The authorities are being harder 
on Arbel than on the ceramics firms, 
which have short leases from Marine 
Trust and can be evicted easily to 
make way for the Murine City de- 
velopment. They have taken Arbel 
Carpets to court on the formal 
grounds of operating without a busi- 
ness licence. 

Arbel’s management counters 
that it would like to acquire a licence 
and stay permanently to blend with 
the plans for Marine City. The rug- 
makers arguc that they are “arti- 
sans," whose workshop makes no 
noise or pollution, and which is an 
attraction for tourists at nearby lux- 
ury hotels, who come to watch the 
carpet-making, and to buy. [5]
